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sirnder and jagged leaflets, well represented in the illnstration, Pl. 
r)r)0. It may he a teratologieal or monstrous form.

Two NKW ('oMiuNATio.Ns IN Stkwahtia. —Mi.ss Saiider.stm, Libra¬ 
rian of the (Irav Herbarium, has called mv attention to an article bv 
Britten & Woodward, Journ. Bot. xliii. 2()Sff. (190.^)), which seems to 
have been generally overlooked. In it they produce apparently con¬ 
clusive evidence that the last part of L’Heritier’s Stirpes Novae, 
though dated 1785 on the title-page, was actually not i.ssned till 1791. 
Indeed, according to them, L’lLTitier himself admitted as much wlnai 
taken to task by Cavanilles for predating his work. 

St( irartin pnitfigiina L’ller. was published in this last part of the 
Stirpes Novae; the same species was described as Mahwhodetuhon 
omtum bv Cavanilles in 1787. Then* is no doid)t of the identitv of the. 
two; there .seems as little that the latter name has four years’ priority. 
The resultant change of epithet is unfortunate, since L’lLaatier’s 
name has been in very general use, but unavoidable.
